Dear Dr. Lamb — I am 43 


years old and have noises ( i t 
sounds like Rrrrrrrr) which 
go through my head just be- 
fore I go to sleep. My blood 
pressure is normal at 120-90. 
The noise never occurs un- 
less I am resting. I do not 
have this every night—just 
from time to time. I will be 
very much obliged if you 
could explain this to me. 


Dear Reader — Without 


more information, one can't 
be certain, but I think you 
are describing the common 
sound created by the circula- 
tion of the blood through the 
arteries. You can produce 
this effect in a garden hose 
by squeezing it while water 
is running through it; you 
will feel the vibrations in 
your hand. 


Vibrations create 
sound 


and 
when 
your 
head 
is 


turned just right, so that 
there is a turbulence of blood 
through one of the 
main 


arteries, you can hear the 
sounds created by vibrations. 
This is particularly true if 
you are lying on your side 
against your ear. The next 
time you have the sound 
change your position and see 
if it disappears. This kind of 
vibration, associated with the 
normal turbulence of blood 
as it is circulated, has no 
significance as far as health 
is concerned. 


Dear Dr. Lamb — Can a 


person in his 70s get a stroke 
even though the heart is good 
and the blood pressure is not 
high? What causes a stroke? 


Dear Reader — A stroke is 


caused by an interruption of 
the blood flow to part of the 
brain. If the part affected 
controls the speech, the per- 
son loses his ability to talk: 
if it is the part that controls 
the arm or leg these may be 
paralyzed. 


The most common cause 


for an interruption of the 
blood flow to a region in the 
brain 
is 
deposits 
in 
the 


arteries 
or atherosclerosis 


Whether the blood vessel is 
blocked by the rupture of fal- 
ty material into the opening 
ol the artery 
i which often 


causes a clot in this region i 
or whether the obstruction 
occurs more gradually, the 
end result is the same 


The process in the arteries 


ot the brain is exactly the 
same kind of process that oc- 
curs in the arteries of the 
heart which causes a heart 
attack. Fatty deposits can 
SHORT RIBS 


affect any artery any place 
in the body, whether it is the 
heart, the'brain, the kidneys, 
or the arteries to the legs. 


Just as you can have a 


heart 
attack 
without 
any 


previous 
warning or 
any 


evidence of heart disease or 
high blood pressure, you can 
also have a stroke without 
any previous warning. The 
likelihood of having these dif- 
ficulties increases with ad- 
vancing y e a r s. The 
best 


treatment remains preven- 
tion and that means begin- 
ning early in life to eat the 
right kind of foods, restrict- 
ing fats and cholesterol and 
avoiding the 
use of ciga- 


rettes.

Isthumus of 
Panama Rose 
From Ocean 
WASHINGTON (AP) — Deep 


sea-drilling oceanographers to- 
day reported bizarre evidence 
that the Isthmus of Panama lit- 
erally rose out of the ocean 
millions of years ago to form a 
permanent barrier between the 
Caribbean and the Pacific. 


The evidence, culled 
from 


ages-old mud and silt tapped 
from the ocean bed in the latest 
exploit of the famed govern- 
ment-sponsored drilling vessel 
Glomar Challenger, is that: 


The present isthmus actually 


is an area of elevated ocean 
floor that was forced to rise 
above sea level by pressure ex- 
erted by fragments of a gigan- 
tic 
break-away 
submarine 


mountain ridge. The latter had 
evidently 
drifted 
some 
400 


miles after pulling away from 
the rest of the mountain, the 
scientists said. 


Doctors Tjeerd H. van Andel

gressional declaration of war. 


There is no assurance Rogers 


and Laird will testify. But con- 
gressional sources indicate the 
committee, by issuing the in- 
vitations publicly and setting a 
date for the secretaries' testi- 
mony, would like to "psyche" 
or finesse them into appearing.

Medicine in 
China Better 
Under Red*

CHICAGO (AP) - Medicine 


in China has been "fundamen- 
tally transformed for the bet- 
ter" 
since 
the Communists 


came into power, a British sur- 
geon says. 


Many facets of Chinese medi- 


cine are on a par with or excel 
similar aspects in other na- 
tions, Dr. Joshua S. Horn said 
Wednesday night. 


Dr. Horn, now of London, is a 


specialist in orthopedics and 
the treatment of injuries. He 
lived and worked in China from 
1954 to 1969, along with his wife 
and two children. 


Before the Nationalists were 


ousted in 1949, he said, most 
Chinese did not have enough to 
eat, millions died of starvation 
each year and many more suf- 
fered from malnutrition. 


The surgeon, who recently 


wrote a book about his ex- 
periences entitled "Away with 
All Pests," gave a lecture spon- 
sored by the Medical Com- 
mittee for Human Rights. He 
discussed Chinese medicine in 
an interview. 


He first visited China in 1936 


as a ship's surgeon. Before the 
Communist revolution, he said, 
only a tiny portion of the people 
had any medical care and now 
all do. 


One of the "big transforma- 


tions" in China, he said, has 
been in training 
paramedical 


workers who perform some of 
the functions performed by me- 
dical doctors. There are more 
than one million of these to 
help serve the 700 million Chi- 
nese, 80 per cent of whom live 
in rural areas. 


He said peasants or 


foot" doctors practice 
tional medicine," sometimes 
called folk medicine, and work 
alongside doctors trained 
in 


modern methods. These prac- 
titioners still use such proce- 
dures as acupuncture, which in- 
volves needle pricks to relieve 
pain, and prescribe herb reme- 
dies, some of which have been 
adopted by modern medicine. 


Dr. Horn said the physical 


health of the Chinese generally 
is comparable to that of other 
peoples, with life expectancy 
and infant mortality about the 
same as in Western nations. 
But, he said, in mental health 
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the Chinese are "way ahead." 


This results, he said, from 


the absence of the stresses, 
strains and avarice of com- 
petitive 
societies. 
There 
is 


some mental illness, he said, 
but it is not generated by the 
"keeping up with the Joneses" 
stresses seen in the West. 


Dr. Horn said venereal dis- 


ease has "virtually vanished" 
due to the closing of brothels, 
the banning of prostitution, the 
absence of foreign sailors and 
armies, and opposition to ex- 
ploiting women. 


Tuberculosis remains a prob- 


lem, he said, because of in- 
adequate housing, although it is 
rarely fatal because of the 
availability of effective drugs. 


Birth control is widely ac- 


cepted, the surgeon said, but 
more persuasion was required 
in rural areas where grand- 
parents like large families. 


Predicts End 
to Cotton 
Boll Weevil 
STARKVILLE, Miss. (AP) - 


Government experts predicted 
Wednesday they eventually may 
clear Dixie's cotton fields of the 
multimillion-dollar insect ene- 
my, the boll weevil. 


T.B. Davich, director of the 


Boll Weevil Research Laborato- 
ry, said the outlook for the Agri- 
culture Department 
program 


was good. 


"We do have real hope it will 


work," Davich said after the 
government 
announced 
the 


three-pronged attack on the cot- 
ton pest Tuesday. 


The large-scale experiment 


will involve 4,000 acres of cotton 
within a 25-mile radius of Co- 
lumbia, Miss., in a control pro- 
gram to be financed by the gov- 
ernment, the state and industry, 


"bare- A 50-mile buffer zone to prevent 
"tradi- reinfestation will be set up 


around the control area. 


The persistent pesticides will 


kill as many weevils as possible 
before 
winter 
hibernation. 


Cotton plants will be defoliated to 
reduce weevil food supplies. 


Davich estimated the treat- 


ment would cut the fall weevil 
population to about one per cent 
of the average. 


Then traps will be set to moni- 


tor how many have survived 
and to get as many of them as 
possible - "We estimate this 
will get 80 per cent of those the 
Malathion or other chemicals 
miss."
